WASHINGTON'3 VISION

Str.irtJjfi Incident Toli From Memory
by James K. Atwood of Dover.

Editor of The Manner: I have
thought that you would like to 'pub-

lish the inclosed vision which I have
writ ten from memory. 1 well rememt
ber healing my father, John A. At
wood, read it to my mother in our
sitting room ut Beuningtoa Falls in
July, 18C1. The vision was published
in one of the Boston papers, I think it
was the Boston Journal, as it was told
by an old man to a reporter as they
sat on one of the scats in Boston
Common, July 4, 1861. The oil man
told the reporter that his father was
a personal friend of General Wash
ington and u ii officer in the Continen
tal army. As Washington feared any
mention of the vision would disheart-
en the army he kept it secret until
after the war of the revolution came
to a close. I have the pro-
gress of our nation and have noticed
how truly the vision is being fulfilled.
I have often wondered what was to
hi ing about the last great war and if
1 should live to see the great world
crisis through which we are now pass

The Vision.
It was during the midnight of free

dom, during the winter of 177S, while
General George Washington with his J
army of the faithful few, scantily clad
and scantily fed. weie in winter quar
ters at Valley Forge. One day Hie
commander had some plans to con
shier and wishing to meditate in
secret, gave strict orders that no one
should be admitted to his room. As
the man who was later to be known
as the Father of his Country sat in
deep thought he heard a step near the
door. Raising his head the general
cbserved a noble appearing woman
dressed in black. Asked why she
had intruded alter he had given orders
that he be not disturbed, the woman
looked at him earnestly and said:

The clouds thickened and with
the increasing gloom came the
sound of mighty cannonading, the cry

For the second time tho clouds lift
ed and dispersed as before from the
face of land and ocean and an angel
appeared wearing a liberty cap and
wreath which she took from her head
and plated upon the American flag.
